Unless adequate shelters are built, will the 
U.S. be faced with the po ssibility that mo st o f 
the surv iv o rs o f a nuclear attack wo uld be crim­ 
inals? 
The deep basement o f Sing Sing priso n is 
already av ailable fo r the co nv icts there, priso n 
o fficials » ay . They describe it as pro bably o ne 
o f the best shelters in New Yo rk. 
A priso n can serv e as a pro tectiv e shelter. 
When Mt. Pelee in Martinique erupted in 1902 
the ao le surv iv o r was a priso ner in so litary co n­ 
finement. That eruptio n, which killed 3 0,000 
perso ns in St Pierre within two minutes, re- 
sembled an ato mic ex plo sio n rather than the 
usual v o lcanic eruptio n. 
While Mt. Pelee had been rumbling fo r sev - 
eral weeks there was no attempt to ev acuate the 
city . Ev ery o ne, including the g o v erno r, believ ed 
there wo uld be adequate warning o f dang er. 
Instead, at 7 .5 2 a.m. the mo untain seemed 
to ex plo de and a g reat mushro o m clo ud sho t o ut 
o f the crater and settled o v er the city . 
When rescuers were able to enter the ruins 
later they fo und o nly three perso ns aliv e. Two 
o f them died sho rtly afterward. The o nly surv i­ 
v o r was the co nv ict in so litary co nfinement in a 
cell that had no windo ws. 
Thi* eruptio n was the clo sest thing to a nu­ 
clear ex plo sio n that ev er o ccurred in a po pulated 
area o f the Western Hemisphere. It is so bering 
to think that many priso ns already hav e what 
may be adequate shelters and that co nv icts co uld 
be the o nly perso ns left liv ing after an H-bo mb 
attack o n an American city .

Senator Strom Thurmond has tak en up the cudg els 
for General Walk er He calls attention to a memoran­ 
dum prepared by Senator Fulbrig ht in which the Ark an­ 
sas Senator tak es the position that rig ht wing propa­ 
g anda activities by military officer* create important 
obstacles to President Kennedy's prog ram 
In the first place, one must ask Senator Fulbrig ht 
to which of the President's various prog rams he refers. 
Secondly, how can the inculcation of patriotism inter­ 
fere with any President s prog ram? Senator Thurmond 
mak es the point that the essence of Senator Fulbrig ht'« 
memorandum is "the philosophy candidly expressed 
. . that the American people are not to be trusted 
with g overning themselves, particularly with reference 
to m atters of foreig n policy.”

Senator Fulbrig ht, in his memorandum, « aid 
•The American peo ple hav e » ev er really bee» 
tested 1» sach a strag g le. 1» the lo o « raa, K 1* qatt* 
» ■■■Writ that the principal pro blem o f leadership 
wiU be. if it is o o t already , to restrain the desire o f 
the peo ple to hit the Co mmaaists with ev ery thing 
we’v e g o t. partieelarty if there are mo re Cuba» 
a» d Lao s. Pride hi v icto ry . a» d frustratio n in re- 
strahrt. during the Ko rea» War. led to MacArthar’s 
rev o lt no d McCarthy ism .” 


Senator Fulbrig ht here raises the essential question 
that faces our nation today: Will Khrushchev drive us 
into some form of totalitarian g overnment? Will the 
fear of Soviet Russia force us to g ive up our constitu­ 
tional characteristics and adopt some form of dictator­ 
ship, whether it be by a Fascistic elite g roup or by 
Communists? The distrust of the people by the intellec­ 
tuals is a normal response to the seriousness of the 
times which face us, but Senator Fulbrig ht is wrong , 
as to date and fact, when he sug g ests that H was the 
Korean War which led to the activities of Senator Joe 
McCarthy. 
What produced McCarthyism is now producing the 
John Birch Society and other g roups, some of them less 
doctrinaire and leas fanatical. It is the g rowing feeling 
among larg e masses of our people that in the Roosevelt, 
Truman and Eisenhower Administrations, elements in­ 
vaded and infiltrated the American g overnment which 
did not believe in American sovereig nty, which did not 
favor the American economic system, which were so 
overawed by Soviet Russia’s successes that they were 
prepared to capitulate to Russian policy and purposes. 
It is ridiculous to discount these popular movements. 
They are g rowing rapidly and whether one ag rees or 
disag rees with their prog ram s they are a reflex of a 
* g rowing public mood of distrust. 


Senator Thurmond says: 
. . unless o ar mo st urg ent pro blem is the 
Co mmunist menace, then truly , there is little need 
to alert the American public to the menace o f the 
Co ld War. The need to g iv e the American peo ple 
the facts abo ut Co mmunism ex ists o nly If Co mmun­ 
ism is o ur number o ne pro blem. This (the Ful­ 
brig ht) memo randum states, ho wev er, that the prin­ 
cipal pro blem is. and I quo te: ‘to restrain the desire 
o f the peo ple to hit the Co mmunists with ev ery ­ 
thing we’v e g o t, particularly if there are Cuba* 
and Lao s.' . . . I hav e been to ld by the Assistant 
Secretary o f Defease fo r Public Affairs that ‘ev ery ­ 
bo dy kno ws the enemy .' I must be v ery co nfused, 
fo r I tho ug ht the enemy was Co mmunism. I did no t 
realise that, us this memo randum say s so bluntly , 
the 
American 
public 
co nstitutes 
the 
principal 
4^ 
pro blem." 


Unfortunately two issues are raised here. Senator 
Fulbrig ht raises the issue of the ig norance of the Amer­ 
ican people; Senator Thurmond raises the issue of the 
peril of Communism. Each one of these issues needs full 
discussion and debate. If the American people are no 
long er capable of g overning themselves, something 
very awful has happened in this country. Our system of 
education has collapsed. Our newspapers and other 
media of information are futile and purposeless. It is 
too strong an indictment. 
The most that the Ark ansas Senator can mean is 
that it is difficult for most men to evaluate current 
problems. H» is is true in hig h places as well as among 
odinary people. Certainly President Kennedy evaluated 
the Cuban situation incorrectly as President Eisenhower 
evaluated his relationship to Khrushchev incorrectly. 
This discussio n will be co ntinued.

better than the hug e, unwieldy 
throug h powerful ICBMs which 
they have so far had to rely upon. 
TTie advance they have achieved 
is not equal to the American 
advance 
from 
the 
Atlas-Titan 
type of ICBM to the successfully

Minuteman. 
The 
Soviet 
ICBMs of the second g eneration, 
lik e those of the first, are still 
liquid-fuelled. No doubt this is 
because 
the 
less 
impact 
and 
heavier Soviet H-bomb warheads 
still demand prime movers with 
more thrust than the solid-fuelled 
rock ets can provide. 
But 
the 
new - model 
Soviet 
ICBMs will at least be consider­ 
ably lig hter and more easy to 
move about than those which are 
now operational. 
Its launching 
pads will be cheaper to construct 
and perhaps capable of being 
camouflag ed as well. It may well 
have full inertial g uidance, in­ 
stead of the combination of radio 
and built-in g uidance of the ear­ 
lier model. 
In sum. this is lik ely to be a 
very satisfactory weapon for a 
nation whose military theorists 
above all .nsist on the vital im­ 
portance 
of 
“ pre-emption” — 
meaning the need to strik e the 
first blow if there is any lik eli­ 
hood that any blows are g oing to 
be struck . 
If your strateg y is based on

One of the most brilliant British 
historians some time ag o sug ­ 
g ested that Adolf Hitler held the 
same view of the "m oral” m ean­ 
ing of the balance of military 
power. For this reason, the his­ 
torian arg ued, Hitler sincerely re­ 
g arded 
the 
wretched 
Neville 
Chamberlain as the true ag g res­ 
sor in 1939. because Chamberlain 
resisted automatic reg istration of 
a g reat chang e in the military 
balance 
when 
he 
turned 
and 
foug ht with his back tc the wall. 
At any rate, when such a view 
is held by the unchalleng ed lead­ 
er of a vast military tyranny, 
lik e Khrushchev today, the devel­ 
opment of any important new 
weapon is a potentially crucial 
political event. 
The second g eneration of Soviet 
ICBMs has been long awaited, 
and is indeed overdue. But now 
that the second g eneration is on 
the way. it is urg ent for this 
country to mak e every necessary 
counter-effort to maintain and to 
improve the power balance, in 
order to prevent further spasms 
of Khrushchevian “ morality.”

When the Kennedy* moved into 
the White House, she warned that, 
the fumes from the newly painted 
walls were a little too strong for 
the children and advised Mrs.

also decided, in 
consultation with the Secret Ser­ 
vice. that baby .John's diapers 
should be laundered in the White 
House.

months I printed .several letters 
from unwed mothers who ex­ 
pressed their views on keeping 
an out-of-wedlock child. The po­ 
sition of this column is that the 
child deserves first consideration. 
The unmarried mother who is 
willing to give up her child for 
adoption so that he may be rais­ 
ed in a home with both a mother 
and a father demonstrates true 
charity and selflessness. 
Some women wrote to say I 
was heartless and cruel. A few 
even said. "I kept my baby and 
it worked out fine.” 
But the 
overwhelming majority of wo­ 
men who had been through the 
bitter experience applauded my 
position 
Recently 
I 
printed 
a 
letter 
which presented another point of 
view. It was from a 30-year-old 
reader who was bom out of wed­ 
lock. 
He wrote: 
"I grew up 
knowing I was adopted and I 
secretly despised my mother for 
becoming involved in such a sor­ 
did mess 
Today I wish I could 
see my mother and thank her for 
allowing me to live a normal life 
in a home with both a mother and 
a father. I know I am not alone 
when I say, as an adopted child, 
"Thank you. wonderful mother— 
wherever you may be—for your 
unselfishness. I shall he eternally 
grateful to you " He signed his 
letter "The Child You Gave Up.” 
This letter produced a run of 
heart-warming mail from almost 
every state in the union. 
Here 
are some samples: 


MOUNT VERNON. N Y.: Last 
night I got my first good nignt’s 
sleep in years 
When I read the 
letter from "The Child You Gave 
Up" it was as if someone had 
lifted a ten-ton weight off my 


heart. 
Many years ago I gave 
up my child for adoption. Since 
that day I have been tortured by 
the question. "Can a child ever 
understand and forgive a mother 
for doing this?” Now I know the 
answer. 


STEUBENVILLE, OHIO: 
I’m 
so grateful that you didn't print 
the name of the city along with 
the letter signed "The Child You 
Gave Up” 
I want more than 
anything to believe that the let­ 
ter was written by the child I 
gave up many years ago. 
EL PASO, TEXAS: Only a wo­ 
man who has given up her baby 
can know the agony and the pain 
of separation. I felt in my heart 
I was doing what was best for my 
child, hut all these years I’ve 
been haunted by the fear that my 
child would 
always hate 
me 
Bless you. Ann. for the peace of 
mind you have brought me. 


LAWRENCE, KANSAS: I was a 
foolish <and I see now a selfish) 
girl who refused to give up her 
out-of-wedlock baby. 
I told myself I could stand 
against the world and its com en 
tions, and that nothing mattered 
except keeping my baby.

Would Only The 
Convicts Survive? 


Unless adequate shelters are built, will the 
U.S. be faced with the possibility that most of 
the survivors of a nuclear attack would be crim­ 
inals? 
The deep basement of Sing Sing prison is 
already available for the convicts there, prison 
officials say. They describe it as probably one 
of the best shelters in New York 
A prison can serve as a protective shelter. 
When Mt. Pelee in Martinique erupted in 1902 
the sole survivor was a prisoner in solitary con­ 
finement. That eruption, which killed 30.000 
persons in St. Pierre within two minutes, re­ 
sembled an atomic explosion rather than the 
usual volcanic eruption. 
While Mt. Pelee had been rumbling for sev­ 
eral weeks there was no attempt to evacuate the 
city. Everyone, including the governor, believed 
there would be adequate warning of danger. 
Instead, at 7:52 a rn. the mountain seemed 
to explode and a great mushroom cloud shot out 
of the crater and settled over the city. 
When rescuers were able to enter the ruins 
later they found only three persons alive Two 
of them died shortly afterward The only survi­ 
vor was the convict in solitary confinem ent in a 
cell that had no windows. 
This eruption was the closest thing to a nu­ 
clear explosion that ever occurred in a populated 
area of the Western Hemisphere It is sobering 
to think that many prisons already have what 
may be adequate shelters and that convicts could 
be the only persons left living after an H-bomb 
attack on an American city.

memorandum is “ the philosophy candidly expressed 
. . . that the American people are not to be trusted 
with governing themselves, particularly with reference 
to matters of foreign policy *

Senator Fuibnght, in his m emorandum, said: 
-TW Americas people have Bever really been 
letted ta such a straggle, la the Ina* rn a, ii it quite 
possible that the principal problem of leadership 
will be. if K is Bot already, to reslraia the desire of 
the people to hit the t'ommaaists with everything 
we’ve got. particular^ H there are more Cabas 
aad Laos. Prkle la victory, md frustration in re­ 
straint. during the Korean War, led to Mar Arthur's 
revolt aud McCarthyism." 


Senator Fuibnght here railes the essential question 
that faces our nation today: Will Khrushchev drive us 
into some form of totalitarian government? Will the 
fear of Soviet Russia force us to give up our constitu­ 
tions! characteristics and adopt some form of dictator­ 
ship. whether it be by a Fascistic elite group or by 
Communists? The distrust of the people by the intellec­ 
tuals is a normal response to the seriousness of the 
times which face us. but Senator Fulbnght is wrong. 
as to date and fact, when he suggests that it was the 
Korean War which led to the activities of Senator Joe 
McCarthy. 
What produced McCarthyism is now producing the 
John Birch Society and other groups, some of them less 
riortn n aire and less fanatical. It is the growing feeling 
among large masses of our people that in the Roosevelt, 
Truman and Eisenhower Administrations, elements in­ 
vaded and infiltrated the American government which 
did not believe rn .American sovereignty, which did not 
favor the American economy system, which were so 
overawed by Soviet Russia's successes that they were 
prepared to capitulate to Russian policy and purposes. 
It is ridiculous to discount these popular movements. 
They are growing rapidly and whether one agrees or 
d isg race with their programs they are a reflex of a 
growing public mood of distrust. 


Senator Thurmond says: 
“. . . unless our most urgent problem is the 
Communist menace, then truly, there is little need 
ta alert the American public to the menace of the 
Cold War. The need to give the American people 
the facts about Communism exists only if Commun­ 
ism is our number one problem. This (the Fnl- 
hright > memorandum states, however, that the prin­ 
cipal problem is. and I quote: ‘to restrain the desire 
of the people to hit the Communists with every­ 
thing we’ve got. particularly if there are Cubas 
and Laos.’ . . . I have been told by the Assistant 
Secretary of Defense for Public Affairs that ‘every- 
body knows the enemy.’ I must be very confused, 
for I thought the enemy was Communism. I did not 
realize that, as this memorandum savs so bluntly, 
the 
American 
public 
constitutes 
the 
principal 
problem.” 


Unfortunately two issues are raised here. Senator 
Fulbright raises the issue of the ignorance of the Amer­ 
ican people: Senator Thurmond raises the issue of the 
peril of Communism. Each one of these issues needs full 
discussion and debate. If the American people are no 
longer capable of governing themselves, something 
very awful has happened in this country. Our system of 
education has collapsed 
Our newspapers and other 
media of information are futile and purposeless. It is 
too strong an indictment. 
The most that the Arkansas Senator can mean is 
that it is difficult for most men to evaluate current 
problems. This is true in high places as well as among 
odinary people. Certainly President Kennedy evaluated 
the Cuban situation incorrectly as President Eisenhower 
evaluated his relationship to Khrushchev incorrectly.

WASHINGTON 
The Soviets have now tested a 
second generation 
intercontinen­ 
tal ballistic missile significantly 
better than the huge, unwieldy 
through powerful 
ICBMs which 
they have so far had to rely upon 
The advance they have achieved 
is not equal to the American 
advance 
from 
the 
Atlas-Titan 
type of ICBM to the successfully 
tested 
Minuteman 
The 
.Soviet 
ICBMs of the second generation. 
like those of the first, are still 
liquid-fceiled 
No doubt this is 
because 
the 
less 
impact 
and 
heavier Soviet H-bomb warheads 
still demand prime movers with 
more thrust than the solid-fuelled 
rockets can provide. 
But 
the 
new - model 
Soviet 
ICBM* will at least tie consider­ 
ably lighter and more easy to 
move about than those which are 
now operational. 
Its launching 
pads will be cheaper to construct 
and 
perhaps capable of being 
camouflaged as well. It may well 
have full inertial guidance 
in­ 
stead of the combination of radio 
and built-in guidance of the ear­ 
lier model. 
In sum. this is likely to be a 
very satisfactory weapon for a 
nation whose military theorists 
above all .nsist on the vital im­ 
portance 
of 
"pre-emption” — 
meaning the need to strike the 
first blow if there is any likeli­ 
hood that any blows are going to 
be struck 
_ If your strategy- is based on 
“ pre-emptive attack.” you have 
no need 
to spend 
v ast 
sums 
building into your deterrent the 
strength to survive a first blow, 
as the United States is doing. For 
this reason, there is less practical 
importance than might be sup­ 
posed. in the fact that the Soviet 
technical advance is less inpres- 
sive than our advance with Min­ 
uteman 
For the Kremlin's pur­ 
poses. in truth, the new-model 
ICBM is just about as serviceable 
as Minuteman for American pur­ 
poses 
The news that the second gen-

seek face-saving avenues away 
from the impasse over Berlin. 
Meanwhile. Kennedy's TV ad­ 
dress in which he outlined mobili­ 
zation step* has achieved the de­ 


sired public reaction in the United 
State*. Americans are di*cussing 
the 
impact of mobilization 
on 
themselves, their families, their 
means of livelihood This, accord­ 
ing to administration spokesmen, 
is all to the good. It is another 
demonstration to the Russians of 
the American public s willingness 
to make sacrifices to back the 
g o v e r n m e n t ' s 
commitments 
around the world. 
This coupling of foreign and 
domestic 
reactions 
make* 
the 
outlook for fruitful negotiations 
brighter than they appeared a 
few short weeks ago Khrushchev 
is still talking tough, but that s 
to be expected 
Behind the bluster there ap­ 
pears to be a Soviet desire for 
conciliation If it s real. American 
experts have little doubt that an 
equitable .solution to the Berlin 
crisis can be found—one that will 
not impair U. S. commitments 
there, and that will give Khrush­ 
chev enough surface compromise 
to permit him to continue to face 
his own people 


Motion that “morality” now com­ 
pels him to make a grab for Ber­ 
lin raises an obvious question 
Why did not “ morality” compel 
him to begin threatening Berlin 
in 1954 or 1955. or 1956, or 1957? 
The answer, of course, is to be 
found in the curve of Son iet weap­ 
ons development, and in Khrush­ 
chev s intense, pridefu' preoccu­ 
pation with the programs of the 
Soviet weapons development. 
He believes, in fact, that when 
the Soviets gain an advantage by 
their progress in weapons devel­ 
opment, it is “ mmoral” not to 
use this military advantage to 
make political gains. If the wick­ 
edly self-indulgent Westerners neg­ 
lect the balance of power, and if 
the Soviets work hard to tilt the 
balance of power in their favor, 
then “ m orality” demands that the 
changes in the military balance 
should be reflected by other kind* 
of changes, as at Berlin. 
One of the most brilliant British 
historians some time ago sug­ 
gested that Adolf Hitler held the 
same view of the "m oral” m ean­ 
ing of the balance of m ilitary 
power. For this reason, the his­ 
torian argued Hitler sincerely re­ 
garded 
the 
wretched 
Neville 
Chamberlain as the true aggres­ 
sor in 19.19 because Chamberlain 
resisted automatic registration of 
a great change in the military 
balance 
when 
he 
turned 
and 
fought with his back tr the wall. 
At any rate, when such a view 
is held by the unchallenged lead­ 
er of a vast military tyranny. 
like Khrushchev today, the devel­ 
opment 
of any important 
new 
weapon is a potentially crucial 
political event. 
The second generation of Soviet 
ICBMs has been long awaited, 
and is indeed overdue. But now 
that the second generation is on 
the way. it is urgent for this 
country to make every necessary 
counter-effort to maintain and to 
improve the power balance, in 
order to prevent further spasms 
of Khrushchevian "m orality.”

WASHINGTON (UPI) - Under 
what circumstances, if any, would 
the United States he morally justi­ 
fied 
in 
using 
hydrogen 
bombs 
against enemy cities in any future 
war? 
leading Catholic and Protestant 
theologians 
wrestled 
with 
this 
question at a recent conference 
on “Christian Ethics and Nuclear 
W arfare” at Goorgetown Univer­ 
sity. 
The 
Rev. 
Robert 
S. 
Mohan, 
associate professor of philosophy 
at Catholic University of America, 
said no Christian moralist “ would 
seriously attem pt to justify an 
all-out, 
no-holds-barred 
thermo­ 
nuclear w ar.” 
But he said it would be moral 
to use nuclear weapons against 
military targets and even against 
enemy cities—provided their ci­ 
vilian populations had been evacu­ 
ated. 
“ lf the Soviets could be de­ 
terred from obliterating our cities 
. . . only by the threat that their 
own cities would be destroyed.” 
he said, “ then I believe that if 
we specifically identify the city 
tto be bombed 
and give 
the 
civilian population adequate notice 
and adequate time to e\ am ate. 
we would be justified in destroy­ 
ing Soviet property ” 
But he stressed it would be cs- 
•ential to be sure the civilian 


population 
had 
actually 
been 
evacuated before a nuclear attack 
was carried out. 
"I do not feel that we would be 
justified in destroying any city by 
thermonuclear means if the peo­ 
ple were there, though they had 
been actually warned to evacu­ 
ate.” 
The Rev. Dr. John C. Bennett, 
distinguished Protestant theologian 
of Union Theological Seminary in 
New York, said nuclear attacks 
against “the spiking power” of an 
enemy can he morally justified, 
but “ we could not justify the use 
of megaton bombs for massive ( 
attacks on the centers of popula-l 
tion of another country no matter 
what the provocation.” 
He endorsed recent Administra-1 
tion moves to shift U.S. military 
planning away from dependence 
on massive nuclear retaliation to­ 
ward greater strength in conven­ 
tional arm* 
for 
waging 
limited 
wars. 
“We cannot be true to ourselves 
if we plan on the assumption that 
there are no moral limit* in w ar­ 
fare. that military necessity is 
the ultimate law of life when the 
chips 
are down.” 
Dr. 
Bennett 
said. 
* How can a nation live with it* 
conscience and know that it is 
preparing to kill 20 million chil­ 
dren 
in another 
nation 
if the 
worst should come to the worst?”
